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Price  List  for  Strawberry  and  Raspberry  Plants 

for  1916: 


Strawberries  should  be  planted  early  in  the  spring  in  well  prepared  ground  in  rows  about  four  feet  apart  and  from 

16  to  20  inches  apart  in  the  row.  Holes  should  be  made  with  a spade  or  planting  steel  by  pressing  forward  and  back; 

insert  plant  after  giving  the  roots  a shake  so  they  will  not  be  in  a bunch  and  set  very  firmly. 

Care  should  be  taken  so  the  crowns  are  at  the  surface  and  not  too  deep  or  too  shallow.  Keep  the  roots  moist 
while  planting  b3'  carrying  them  in  a pail  with  a little  thin  mud  in  it.  Cultivate  often  through  the  season  and  keep 
weeds  out.  Pick  off  the  blossoms  and  allow  none  to  mature  the  first  season. 

After  ground  is  frozen  in  the  fall  it  is  well  to  mulch  them  with  a little  straw  or  marsh  hay,  which  should  be  left 

between  the  rows  the  next  season  to  help  keep  the  moisture  in  the  ground. 

If  .you  plant  only  one  kind,  plant  some  of  the  perfect  varieties,  as  they  will  polonize  themselves.  Our  advice  is 
to  plant  at  least  two  different  kinds  even  if  you  don't  put  in  more  than  100  plants.  Warfield  is  one  of  our  best  berries, 
but  has  an  imperfect  blossom  and  must  be  planted  along  with  a row  of  a perfect  variety  like  the  Dunlap  or  Beederwood.
